NEBO  COMMUNITY    OLDER  THAN  THE  COUNTY  ITSELF 


Taken  from  May  9,   1983  issue  of  The  McDowell  News 

The  early  settlers  gave  Nebo  its  Name.  'There  was  no  gathering 
place,  so  the  people  in  this  triangle  decided  they  wanted  a  place  to 
come  together  and  meet  --  a  community  center'. 

Watson  Wilson,  looking  deceptively  young  at  86,  is  perhaps  the 
most  knowledgeable  person  alive  today  on  the  history  of  Nebo. 

Wilson,  a  former  school  teacher,  businessman,  tax  collector,  and 
supervisor  and  county  commissioner,  is  a  descendant  of  one  of  the 
first  families  to  settle  in  the  Nebo  area.  His  grandfather,  John 
Wilson,  lived  on  the  Catawba  River,  just  above  the  dam  at  Lake  James. 
Except  for  a  stint  in  the  military,  Wilson  has  lived  all  of  his  life 
in  Nebo. 

Wilson  has  a  vivid  recollection  of  how  life  used  to  be  in  the 
community  that  was  first  located  in  Burke  and  Rutherford  counties. 
When  McDowell  County  was  founded  in  1842,  it  fell  within  the  bound- 
aries. 

Wilson  related  these  facts  about  Nebo,  both  from  memory  and  old 
records : 

THE  TRIANGLE 

In  its  beginning,  Nebo  was  located  within  a  triangle  of  three 
roads:  the  Old  Stage  Coach  Road  that  ran  from  Morganton  to  Asheville, 
the  Old  John's  River  Road  that  ran  from  the  old  George  Conley  place  on 
Old  Highway  No.  10  to  the  Catawba  River  at  Lake  James,  and  the  Stage 
Coach  Road  to  the  Catawba  River  where  it  intersected  with  John's 
River . 

"Nebo  was  right  in  that  triangle,"  said  Wilson.  "It  came  into 
existence  in  the  early  1800s,  and  it  got  its  name  from  the  people  who 
lived  within  that  triangle."  Some  of  the  original  family  names  were 
McGalliard,  Gibbs,  Hunter,  Wilson,  Hemphill,  Kaylor,  Cuthbertson, 
Conley,  Dobson,  Morrow  and  Annis. 


The  Hunters  were  the  first  settlers  in  the  Nebo  communi ty . 
According  to  legend,  Lydia  Birchfield,  who  became  the  wife  of  Andrew 
Hunter,  was  scalped  by  Indians.  She  survived,  married,  and  reared  a 
family.  This  family  moved  from  the  Nebo  community  before  the  Civil 
War. 

MOUNT  NEBO  MEETING  PLACE 

The  early  settlers  gave  Nebo  its  name.  "There  was  no  gathering 
place,  so  the  people  in  this  triangle  decided  they  wanted  a  place  to 
come  together  and  meet — a  community  center,"  related  Wilson. 

They  built  a  small  building  of  logs  and  slabs  on  the  road  that 
connected  the  Old  Stage  Coach  Road  and  John's  River  Road.  It  was 
located  on  a  knoll  on  what  Nebo  residents  now  know  as  Cemetery  Road, 
off  U.S. 70. 

"They  decided  to  name  it  Mt.  Nebo  Meeting  House.     The  name  Mt . 
Nebo  was   from  the   Bible.     That  was   the   beginning   of   the   name   Nebo  as 
recorded  from  old  records,"  he  added. 

PROGRESS 

From  the  humble  beginnings  of  the  one  room  Mt.  Nebo  Meeting 
House,  the  community  began  to  prosper.  The  building  was  used  for 
worship  services,  community  gatherings  and  a  day  school. 

The  four-acre  tract  of  land  was  owned  by  John  Gibbs  and  in  1846 
was  deeded  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Worship  services 
continued  to  be  held  there  until  a  church  was  built  on  the  Duncan 
land.  The  new  church  was  built  on  the  south  side  of  the  10-acre  tract 
bordering  the  Mt .  Nebo  Meeting  House  road.  This  church  was  also  used 
as  a  school  building. 

"From  that  time  on,  the  Nebo  Methodist  Church  progressed,"  said 
Wilson.  The  present  church,  located  off  U.S.  70  East  behind  the  Nebo 
Post  Office,  was  built  in  1926-27. 

In  1913,  the  Nebo  Baptist  Church  was  built  directly  in  front  of 
the  Methodist  Church.     Its  first  preacher  was  the  Rev.  A. P.  Sorrels. 


FIRST  POST  OFFICE,  RAILROAD 


About  1850,  David  McGalliard  served  as  the  first  postmaster  of 
Nebo.  This  post  office,  in  his  home,  was  served  by  a  stage  pulled  by 
four  horses  and  driven  by  John  Pence  who  used  a  tin  trumpet  to  an- 
nounce his  approach.  It  is  said  that  the  postal  receipts  for  three 
months  was  $1.50.  In  1878,  or  shortly  thereafter,  a  railroad  was 
built  through  Nebo  and  the  mail  was  carried  by  train  instead  of  stage 
coach . 

The  first  depot  in  1868  was  a  freight  box  in  which  the  freight 
was  placed  in  order  to  keep  it  in  the  dry.  Later  a  depot  was  built 
which  served  the  community  for  many  years,  but  was  discontinued  and 
torn  down  in  1945. 

FIRST  STORE 

Dick  and  Dock  England  operated  the  first  store  at  Nebo  about  1880, 
and  P.W.  Williams  operated  the  first  steam  boiler  saw  mill.  The  first 
railroad  through  Nebo  was  called  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad;  in 
1886  the  Richmoni  and  Danville  Railroad  took  it  over  and  the  gauge  was 
made  standard  ^-idth.  About  1900,  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Southern 
Railroad . 

NEBO  CITY 

Jas.   H.  Atki.n^' ,  a  developer,  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  six  miles 
east    of   Marion.      His   plans   were    to   build   a   city    to   be   known   as  Nebo 
City.     He   started  his   own  paper,    the  Nebo  City  Visitor,   and  passed  out 
handbills  headed:  The  Switzerland  of  America!  HOMES  In 
The  Land  of  the  Sky... NEBO  CITY. 

Choice  building  lots  sold  for  $5  and  $10  a  month  each.  Nebo  City 
had  three  stores,  a  newspaper  and  a  post  office. 

The  map  of  Nebo  City  shows  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad 
and    depot    on    one    side    of    town    and    the    Cincinatti,    Charleston  and 


Chicago  Railroad  and  depot  on  the  other  side.  The  streets  were  listed 
as  Catawba  Avenue,  Craig  Avenue,  Atkin  Street,  Ray  Street,  Hester 
Street,  Park  Street,  Marion  Avenue,  Gay  Street,  Grant  Street,  and 
Pennsylvania  Avenue.     Nebo  City  was  laid  out  in  30  blocks. 

Because  the  Cincinnati,  Charleston  and  Chicago  Railroad  never 
came  to  Nebo,  and  the  developer's  money  gave  out,  the  actual  develop- 
ment of  Nebo  City  never  materialized. 

The  post  office  at  Nebo  has  always  been  Nebo  and  was  never 
changed  to  Nebo  City. 

Nebo  was  incorporated  in  1909  and  the  corporation  was  dissolved 
in  1942. 

ELECTRICITY  AND  TELEPHONES 

In  the  early  1930' s,  the  residents  of  Nebo  became  more  and  more 
interested  in  having  electricity.  Duke  Power,  which  provided  electrical 
power  to  Marion,  was  not  anxious  to  extend  its  lines  to  the  Nebo  area 
because  of  the  cost  involved. 

However,  Nebo  residents  were  persistent,  and  finally  they  ap- 
proved $5,000  in  bonds  to  have  electrical  power  installed  in  their 
community . 

Western  Carolina  Telephone  Company  expanded  its  services  to  the 
Nebo  area  in  1952.  The  first  official  call  over  the  new  lines  was 
made  to  then  Governor  Kerr  Scott  in  Raleigh.  Lawson  Brown,  Nebo 
School  Principal,  made  the  call. 

NEBO  SCHOOL  SYSTEM 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  first  school  was  held  in  the  Mount 
Nebo  Meeting  House.  There  is  no  record  of  who  taught  the  first  school, 
but  J.  Frank  Wilson  and  James  Carpenter  a  Methodist  minister,  taught  the 
second  year  in  this  building.  At  this  time,  the  school  was  operated 
under  the  Peabody  College  interests.  It  is  told  that  one  of  the 
teachers  taught  the  boys  in  one  end  of  the  large  room  around  the 
fireplace,  while  the  other  teacher  instructed  the  girls  around  the 
fireplace  in  the  other  end  of  the  room. 


After  the  first  school  closed  before  the  second  school  on  the 
camp  ground  was  established,  there  was  a  Finley  Township  School  .on  the 
edge  of  the  golf  course  at  the  Marion  Lake  Club.  Mrs.  John  Wilson 
taught  in  this  school  about  1892.     Her  salary  was  $6  a  month. 

Another  school  was  an  improved  frame  building  called  Skyland 
School,  located  on  Old  Highway  No.  10.  The  last  school  taught  there 
was  about  1902. 

Eventually,  all  the  small  schools  that  served  the  Nebo  area 
consolidated  into  one  school,  thus  the  beginning  of  the  history  of 
Nebo  School.  They  included:  Carlyle  (across  the  lake),  Sorrell  Spring 
(Old  Highway  No.  10),  Fairview  (near  the  present  Harmony  Grove  Baptist 
Church),  and  Tate  School   (located  at  Bri dgewater )  . 

Nebo  High  School  was  a  pioneer  in  the  transportation  of  pupils  to 
and  from  school.  A  few  years  after  Nebo  became  a  recognized  high 
school,  many  pupils  were  transported  to  the  school  by  wagons  from 
different  parts  of  the  county. 

Plans  began  to  progress  to  build  a  dormitory  to  house  students. 
It  was  eventually  built,  and  later  a  teacher's  cottage  was  construct- 
ed. 

The  old  dormitory  was  used  for  a  gymnasium  for  awhile  but  was 
torn  down  and  sold  around  1940. 

The  school  burned  in  the  early  1970s,  and  was  rebuilt  on  the  same 
site.     It  servs  elementary  school  children,  grades  K-6. 

"Nebo  has  a  very  interesting  history,  one  that  dates  back  even 
before  the  founding  of  the  county,"  concluded  Wilson.

THE  HISTORY  OF  NEBO  SCHOOL 


THE  BEGINNING 

This  is  intended  to  be  primarily  a  history  of  Nebo  High  School,  but 
in  order  to  give  a  clear  picture  we  will  have  to  go  back  to  the  begin- 
ning of  Nebo  School  and  the  community  of  Nebo. 

As  far  as  can  be  determined  the  name  Nebo  was  named  for  Mount  Nebo 
of  Biblical  Lands.  The  first  school  being  taught  in  a  church  called  the 
"Meeting  House"  which  was  located  on  the  old  Nebo  Camp  Ground  property. 
This  was  a  frame  structure  and  the  first  subscription  school  was  taught 
in  this  building  around  1870  just  after  the  Civil  War.  Church  services 
were  held  on  Sunday  and  during  the  week  school  was  held  in  the  same 
building . 

Later  there  was  another  church  where  school  was  held,  and  this 
building  was  also  on  the  old  Camp  Ground  property.  There  is  no  record 
of  just  who  taught  the  first  school  here  but  J.  Frank  Wilson  and  James 
Carpenter,  a  Methodist  minister,  taught  the  second  year  in  this  build- 
ing. At  this  time  the  school  was  operated  under  the  Peabody  College 
interests.  It  is  related  that  one  of  the  teacher  taught  the  boys  in  one 
of  the  large  ro)m  around  the  fireplace  while  the  other  teacher  instruct- 
ed the  girls  around  the  fireplace  in  the  other  end  of  the  room. 

The  following  is  a  quotation  from  a  letter  received  from  Mr. 
Wilson,  a  former  resident  of  Nebo,  which  gives  more  light  on  the  old 
Peabody  School: 

"There  were  numbers  of  students  who  came  and  lived  in 
tents  on  the  Camp  Ground.  I  think  the  number  of  students 
reached  one  hundred  and  forty,  and  that  was  a  large  school 
in  that  day.  Many  grown-up  boys  and  girls  attended  the 
school.  Frank  Wilson  and  Mr.  Carpenter  taught  the  second 
year.  Mr.  Carpenter  lived  in  a  tent  on  the  Camp  Ground. 
In  December  of  the  second  year  Frank  was  married  by  Mr. 


Carpenter  and  they  had  a  big  dinner  inviting  many  of  the 
students.  Frank  and  Hattie  stayed  at  my  father's  the  rest 
of  the  year.  Mr.  Carpenter  then  went  into  the  ministry 
leaving  Nebo.  Then  Frank  and  Hattie  moved  into  Mr. 
Dobson's  tent  and  taught  school  at  Nebo  for  a  number  of 
years  -  I  am  not  sure  just  how  ]ong.  A  man  by  the  name  of 
Poe  taught  after  Frank  left  Neuo  (he  was  a  Baptist  from 
down  on  Irish  Creek) .  A  man  by  the  name  of  Chalmers  taught 
after  Poe.  The  old  "Meeting  House"  was  not  burned  while  I 
was  at  Nebo.  Maggie  and  Mary  Cuthbertson  also  taught  and 
that  is  all  the  teaching  that  I  remember  while  I  was 
there." 

The  last  school  held  in  this  old  building  on  the  Camp  Ground  was  a 
subscription  school  taught  by  D.F.  Giles  in  1903. 

Even  though  this  school  was  in  and  out  and  did  not  survive,  it  did 
help  lay  the  ground  work  for  the  present  Nebo  School,  which  has  had  a 
colorfu]  past  and  we  hope  will  have  a  great  future. 

EARLY  HISTORY 

In  1904  the  first  high  school  building  at  Nebo  was  erected.  This 
building  was  a  white  frame  structure  built  on  the  old  academy  style 
and  was  located  on  a  hill  overlooking  the  Southern  Railroad  and  the 
village  of  Nebo.  This  building  stood  on  the  lower  end  of  the  present 
ball  field.  Mr.  A.E.  Sams  was  Superintendent  of  the  McDowell  County 
Schools  and  Mr.  D.F.  Giles  was  the  first  principal  of  the  high  school. 
This  school  not  only  served  the  pupils  of  Nebo  District  but  was 
available  to  students  from  all  parts  of  McDowell  County.  Nebo  at  this 
time  had  the  only  high  school  in  the  County. 

In  order   to  give   the  best   information  on   the  high   school's  early 
history  we  will  quote  the  following  as  found  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
school  year  1921-22: 


Note:  Before  giving  the  quotation  the  following  is  in  order:  Tn 
the  catalogue  of  1921-1922  it  is  stated  that  N.F.  Steppe  was  Superin- 
tendent, H.M.  Roland  was  Principal,  and  Miss  Mamie  Stacy  was  Assistant 
Principal.  Teachers  were  Miss  Anna  Conley,  Miss  Lottie  Wilson,  Mis? 
Thessa  Jimerson,  Miss  Louise  Brown  and  Miss  Nell  McCurry.  The  School 
Board  consisted  of  the  Honorable  D.E.  Hudgins,  Chairman,  J.F.  Wilson, 
Secretary,  G.C.  Conley,  Member  and  M.  v  .  Snypes,  Member. 

This  catalogue  was  similar  to  the  catalogue  of  small  colleges  of 
today.     The  school  owns  one  of  these  and  it  is  a  prized  possession. 

NEBO  IN  THE  PAST 

(Quotation) 
1921-22  CATALOGUE 

The  history  of  Nebo  High  School  began  with  the  consolidation  in 
1904  of  two  districts  in  what  was  then  known  as  Finley  Township, 
including  the  territory  now  comprising  Nebo  High  School  District 
(1921)  . 

The  people  of  this  community  had  long  felt  the  need  of  better 
educational  advantages.  They  realized  that  in  order  to  provide  the 
kind  of  school  to  meet  the  demands,  a  larger  building  and  better 
equipment  must  be  provided  that  the  term  must  be  lengthened;  that  more 
money  must  be  made  available.  So  an  election  was  called  to  voted  a 
special  tax  upon  all  property  and  polls  in  the  district.  The  measure 
was  carried  by  a  substantial  majority,  being  one  of  the  first  to  be 
voted  in  McDowell  County. 

The  next  move  was  to  make  the  new  school  a  State  High  School. 
Application  for  aid  from  the  State  was  made  and  approved.  A  commodous 
building  was  then  erected.  To  take  care  of  the  students  from  all 
sections  of  the  county  desirous  of  entering  the  new  high  school,  a 
large  dormitory  was  built. 


With  the  completion  of  the  new  equipment,  and  the  prestige  which 
came  to  it  by  reason  of  its  being  an  approved  high  school,  open  to  all 
teachers  and  students  prepared  to  begin  high  school  work.  Nebo  was 
soon  recognized  as  the  leading  school  of  the  County  -  the  capping 
stone,  so  to  speak,  of  the  County's  educational  system. 

THE  HISTORY  OF  NEBO  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Nebo  High  School  came  into  existence  about  the  time  of  the  great 
educational  awakening  in  the  State,  at  the  time  when  the  State  took  on 
new  life  in  school  matters,  at  the  time  when  the  people  realized  the 
need  of,  and  began  to  demand,  better  qualified  teachers.  Nebo  has 
been  the  teacher  training  station  of  McDowell  County  and  has  been  the 
source  of  supply  and  the  one  institution  of  the  County  that  has 
equipped  and  sent  out  the  large  majority  of  the  County  Teachers. 
Almost  every  school  district  in  the  County  has  been  benefited  in  this 
respect  by  Nebo  School. 

Space  does  not  permit  the  naming  of  all  those  who  in  one  capacity 
or  another  have  rendered  invaluable  aid  and  service  to  the  Nebo 
School.  Among  its  patrons  and  benefactors,  however,  might  be  men- 
tioned the  late  Major  W.A.  Conley,  who  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  for  a  number  of  years,  and  who  contributed  liberally  of  his 
means  to  the  school.  The  late  B.B.  Price,  who  was  also  a  member  of 
the  same  board,  loved  the  school  and  made  liberal  donations  to  it. 

Owing  to  the  splendid  work  the  school  has  been  doing  for  the  past 
several  years,  the  demands  upon  it  are  constantly  increasing.  Stu- 
dents are  coming  from  all  sections  of  the  County  in  greater  numbers 
each  year. 

In  order  to  meet  the  growing  demands,  a  new  classroom  building, 
modernly  furnished,  including  a  spacious  auditorium,  has  been  erected. 
Ample  dormitory  provisions  are  to  be  made  for  boys  and  young  men 
desirous  of  attending  the  Nebo  School;  a  Principal's  cottage  located 
in  close  proximity  to  the  dormitories,  and  other  buildings  will  be 
fitted  up  before  the  beginning  of  another  school  year. 


(In  explanation  of  the  above:  In  1918  the  Nebo  School  District 
voted  the  first  bond  issue  in  the  County  for  the  purpose  or  erecting 
the  first  unit  of  the  present  high  school  building.  Mr.  N.F.  Steppe 
was  Superintendent  at  this  time  and  Miss  Blanche  Penney  was  the 
Principal  when  the  high  school  was  moved  into  the  present  building  in 
1920) . 


LOCATION 


As  the  name  indicates  Nebo  High  School  is  situated  on  an  elevated 
plain,  made  most  picturesque  by  the  natural  growth  of  the  white  oaks, 
maples,  and  pines,  for  which  Western  North  Carolina  is  famous.  The 
quiet  little  village  of  Nebo,  with  its  three  stores,  two  churches, 
pure  water,  and  salubrious  climate,  its  location  in  the  mountaineous 
region  of  McDowell  County,  on  the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway 
from  Asheville  to  Salisbury,  and  near  the  Clinchfield  Junction,  is  an 
ideal  place  for  a  high  school.  With  three  trains  going  east  and  west 
each  day,  the  matter  of  access  is  very  convenient. 


AIM 


A  ship  without  a  rudder,  a  community  without  a  leader,  a  boy 
without  a  purpose  —  all  are  drifters.  The  aim  of  this  school  is  to 
enable   boys   and   girls    to    lead    the   broader,    fuller,    better    life.

In  1906  the  County  appropriation  for  teachers  salaries  for  Nebo 
High  School  was  $192.00. 

In  1909  the  total  appropriation  lor  the  operation  of  McDowell 
County  Schools  including  Marion  was  $11,562.95. 

In  1949-50  around  $50,000  will  be  spent  for  the  operation  of 
the  Nebo  School  along. 

In  1904-1906  school  began  in  July  and  ended  before  Christmas. 

Nebo  was  a  local  high  school  from  1904-1922.     In  1923  Nebo 
became  a  State  accredited  high  school. 

Nebo  High  School  has  graduated  four  hundred  and  nine  students  — 
the  largest  graduating  class  was  twenty-two  in  1939.  The 
smallest  graduating  class  was  two  in  1910. 

There  were  no  graduating  classes  in  1904,  1905,   1906,  1907, 
1908,  1909,  1917  and  1946. 

There  are  six  in  the  present  Senior  Class.     All  other  grades  in 
school  have  eighteen  or  more. 

Out  of  the  eleven  graduates  in  1949,  six  are  attending  college. 
Three  of  the  present  class  of  six  are  planning  to  enter  college 
next  fall. 

Nebo  School  does  not  have  a  gymnasium  but  has  been  giving  the 
teams  of  the  other  schools  in  the  county  good  opposition  in 
basketball  and  baseball.     We  hope  to  have  a  gymnasium  in  the 
near  future  and  we  believe  that  we  will  have  one  before  too 
long.

Earlier  in  the  quotation  from  the  1921-22  catalogue  the  con- 
struction of  the  first  high  school  building  was  mentioned.  In  1920 
the  first  brick  structure  was  built  which  is  now  the  center  of  the 
present  building.  In  1936  a  loan  from  the  Federal  Government  was 
secured  and  the  auditorium  and  basement  rooms  were  added.  In  1949  the 
County  provided  funds  for  an  additional  four  classrooms  and  made  space 
for  a  modern  lunchroom. 

At  present,  Nebo  School  is  using  the  original  brick  structure 
with  the  two  additions.  The  old  Principal's  home  still  stands  and  has 
been  used  as  a  lunchroom  for  many  years.  The  first  white  building  has 
been  torn  down  and  so  has  the  old  dormitory.  The  old  dormitory  was 
used  for  a  gymnasium  for  awhile  but  was  torn  down  and  sold  around 
1940. 

The  present  Nebo  High  School  building  has  seventeen  classrooms,  a 
large  auditorium,  elementary  and  high  school  libraries,  principal's 
office,  boiler  room,  dining  room  and  kitchen,  first  aid  rooms  and 
supply  rooms. 

There  are  sixteen  teachers  including  the  principal,  five  hundred 
and  sixty  four  pupils  enrolled,  four  lunchroom  workers,  a  janitor  and 
six  student  bus  drivers. 

There  is  a  Home  Economics  Department  where  the  first  and  second 
year  high  school  girls  receive  training  in  homemaking. 

The  lunchroom  feeds  around  three  hundred  and  seventy  five  pupils 
and  teacher  per  day,  and  handles  around  $13,000  per  year. 


TRANSPORTATION

Nebo  High  School  was  a  pioneer  in  the  transportation  of  pupils  to 
and  from  school.  A  few  years  after  Nebo  became  a  recognized  high 
school  many  pupils  were  transported  to  the  school  by  way  of  wagons 
from  different  sections  of  the  County.  Many  of  these  pupils  are  still 
driving  in  the  county  and  a  great  percentage  of  them  are  teachers  in 
our  public  schools. 

In  the  early  twenties  a  motor  bus  was  purchased  to  take  the  place 
of  the  wagons.  Later  additions  were  made  and  in  the  early  thirties 
the  school  had  three  modern  buses  to  transport  its  children.  In  1947  a 
fourth  bus  was  added,  1948  a  fifth  bus  was  added  and  in  the  first 
month  of  1950  a  sixth  bus  was  added  to  the  school's  fleet.  The  six 
buses  now  transport  around  five  hundred  pupils  to  and  from  school  each 
day  and  travels  around  two  hundred  twenty-five  miles  per  day. 

The  school  has  buses  bringing  pupils  from  the  Lake  James  Section, 
Clinchfield  Junction  Section,  Little  Mountain  Section,  Pinnacle 
Section,  Harmony  Grove  Section,  and  the  Fairview  Section.  Each  year 
the  bus  routes  are  expanded  and  each  year  the  enrollment  of  the  school 
gets  larger.

In  addition  to  the  regular  curriculum  the  school  has  a  boy's  and 
girl's  basketball  team,  boy's  baseball  team,  girl's  softball  team, 
athletics  club,  Cheerleaders  Club,  Home  Economics  Club,  two  Library 
Clubs,  Dramatics  Club,  Beta  Club,  Glee  Club,  4  H  Club,  and  a  Key  Club. 

The  senior  class  publishes  a  year  book  (the  first  annual  of  Nebo 
High  School  was  published  by  the  senior  class  of  1949)  . 

The  Beta  Club  publishes  a  school  paper,  "The  Tattler". 

There  is  an  active  Parent-Teacher  organization  and  a  Men's  Club. 


HOMECOMING

On  Saturday,  April  29,  the  Nebo  High  School  is  planning  a  Home 
Coming  for  all  graduates,  former  pupils  and  teachers.  This  will  be  in 
celebration  of  fifty  years  service  to  the  community  —  four  continuous 
eras  for  the  elementary  school  and  forty  six  years  for  the  high  school 
and  elementary  together. 


Under  Governor  Jim  Hunt's  educational  leadership  in  the  late 
seventies,  primary  reading  aides  were  hired  to  assist,  classroom 
teachers.  As  these  aides  were  hired  the  Title  I  program  began  to  serve 
only  students  in  Grades  4-6.  (It  is  currently  known  as  Chapter  I). 
This  school  year  also  saw  a  continuation  of  grounds  upkeep  and  im- 
provement with  the  addition  of  a  picnic  area. 

Dr.  Ronald  Seifred  became  superintendent  in  1979.  Under  his 
guidance  various  programs  were  established,  and  specialized  personnel 
hired  to  improve  the  elementary  schools'  curricula  and  pupil  services. 
Nebo  Elementary  School  received  the  services  of  a  speech  therapist  and 
aide,  audiologist,  audio-metric  technician,  a  physical  education 
specialist,  guidance  counselor,  music  specialist,  art  specialist,  and 
school  nurse. 

The  Nebo  Youth  Activity  League  and  the  Nebo  Community  worked 
together  to  construct  a  field  house  on  the  ballfield  in  1980.  They 
also  placed  fencing  around  parts  of  the  playground. 

An  energy  grant  in  1984  was  used  to  lower  the  ceilings  in  the  4-5 
building  and  the  sixth  grade  complex. 

In  the  spring  of  1985,  due  to  overcrowding,  the  decision  was  made 
to  establish  new  district  lines.  The  following  fall  3  21  students  were 
transferred  to  other  elementary  schools.  In  the  spring  of  1985 
construction  began  on  a  one-half  million  dollar  project  for  additional 
space . 

We  began  the  current  school  year  with  the  elementary  schools' 
district  lines  being  changed  again  to  allow  the  majority  of  our  former 
students  to  return.  And  our  faculty,  staff,  and  students  returned  in 
grand  style! 

Nebo  Elementary  School  now  has  a  new  media  center  with  work 
rooms,  a  conference  room,  and  a  classroom/study.  We  have  four  addi- 
tional classrooms  and  bathroom  facilities  that  house  our  kindergarten 
and  part  of  the  first  grade.  We  have  a  new  playground  and  new  play- 
ground equipment.  The  construction  project  also  included  some  major 
renovations.  Walls  were  built  to  enclose  the  classrooms  in  the  K-2 
building  and  the  auditorium  was  also  enclosed.  The  old  home  economics 
department  was  converted  into  a  classroom  and  the  teachers'  lounge. 
Windows  in  the  4-5  building,   the  lunchroom,  and  the  sixth 


grade  complex  were  replaced.  New  blinds,  blackboards,  and  furniture 
were  purchased. 

Since  Nebo's  last  reaccreditati on  study  we  have  seen  several 
major  changes.  The  most  visible,  of  course,  has  been  the  construction 
project.  But  the  last  ten  years  have  also  seen  more  community  par- 
ticipation and  involvement.  Our  buildings  and  grounds  are  now  used  by 
the  Youth  Activity  League,  Adult  basic  Education  classes,  various 
clubs,  and  community  service  organizations. 

As  for  our  school  programs,  we  have  taken  major  strides  in 
teaching  skills  to  achieve  excellence  in  education.  Our  annual 
achievement  test  scores  continue  to  improve. 

As  a  staff,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Kirstein,  we  have  em- 
phasized the  areas  of  manners  and  character.  As  a  result  we  are 
seeing  a  positive  change  in  the  respect  shown  by  students  to  the 
school  building  and  for  what  it  represents. 

Nebo's  staff  has  also  worked  diligently  to  provide  successful 
school  experiences  to  help  build     the  self-esteem  of  each  student. 

In    the   years    to    come   we    shall    continue    to    recognize    the  impor- 
tance  of   a   quality    education   brought    about    through    effectiveness  and 
efficiency  with  an  emphasis  on   those   areas   that   are  most   important  to 
us  and  to  our  students:  academics,  manners,  character,  and  self- 
esteem. 


TAKEN  FROM  NEBO  REACCREDITATION  STUDY 
1986-1987 

In  1953,  with  Mr.  Lawson  Brown  as  principal,  the  gymnasium,  home 
economics  department,  and  more  classrooms  were  completed.  Around  1956 
a  science  room,  more  classrooms,  and  the  present  lunchroom  were  added. 
The  three-room  complex  where  the  sixth  grades  are  now  located  was 
added  in  the  sixties. 

Nebo  Elementary  and  High  School  was  accredited  in  1965  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

Mr.  Jack  Kirstein  became  principal  in  the  summer  of  1969.  In  the 
fall  of  1972,  as  a  result  of  consolidation,  Nebo  became  an  elementary 
school  with  Grades  1-6.  The  students  and  staff  were  delighted  with 
the  extra  space  but  only  for  a  short  time.  A  fire  in  the  early 
morning  hours  of  October  11,  1972,  destroyed  the  older  part,  along 
with  materials  and  equipment.  Approximately  490  students  were  then 
moved  into  ten  classrooms,  two  mobile  units,  and  the  former  high 
school  trade  and  industrial  building. 

During  the  spring  of  1973  a  new  building  was  started  and  classes 
moved  in  the  following  fall.  This  building  housed  a  first  aid  room, 
an  office  complex,  an  auditorium,  and  Grades  1-3  in  a  large  open 
space . 

Also,  in  the  fall  of  1973,  Nebo  received  its  first  section  of 
Kindergarten,  situated  in  the  old  home  economics  room.  Grades  4-6 
changed  classes  on  the  block  system.  During  this  year  Nebo  was  one  of 
the  three  schools  in  the  county  to  receive  an  ESEA  Title  III  Physical 
Education  Program  in  which  each  child  was  given  the  chance  to  progress 
at  his/her  own  rate. 

Nebo  Elementary  School  received  reaccreditation  from  the  Southern 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in  1975-76. 

A  coordinator  for  the  Exceptional  Children's  Program  was  hired  in 
1976-77.  Also  during  this  year  McDowell  County  was  selected  to  pilot 
an  ESEA  Title  I  Reading  program  for  Grades  1-6.  Under  the  direction 
of  a  reading  specialist  and  reading  aides,  students  below  grade  level 
in  reading  could  receive  additional  individualized  instruction.
